Memories of college days are revived as we receive word from 
our good friend, Henry C. Soito; that he has been visiting on the 


campus of our famous alma mater at South Bend. Harry arrived 
there on October 18th of this year, which is the 93d Anniversary 
of Founders Day, the school. having been founded in 1842 by the 
Very Rev. Father Edward A. Sorin and a group of ploneering 
French priests, From a very humble beginning the ‘college has 
slowly: but consistently grown to take its place among the lead- 
ing universities in the nation.
